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the Industry 


Week’s Production Declines Slightly to 89,805 as Tapering Off Continues 
At Several Plants; June Car Sales Estimate Revised Upward to 335,000; 
GM, UAW Confer on Wildcat Strikes Preliminary to Revision of Contract 


Continued seasonal tapering off is ex- 
pected to trim production of passenger 
Off to 89,805 cars and trucks in the United States 
Current Week and Canada to 89,805 units during the 
current week, according to ADN fig- 

ures. This total compares with 89,989 units in the pre- 
vious week and 96,807 in the corresponding week of 1936. 

Although the General Motors and Chrysler groups, 
Nash-LaFayette and Willys all continue to produce at a 
faster pace than last year, Ford, Packard and Stude- 
baker closings last week, plus other curtailments, will 
bring total production for July to about 442,975 units, 
ADN estimates. This is far below the 515,707 produced 
in June but only slightly under the 451,474 units produced 
in July, 1936. 

Production is expected to remain below the 90,000- 
mark until the three companies now down rejoin the 
parade early in August. Heavy backlogs of orders in 
the GM and Chrysler groups make it impossible to pre- 
dict when various divisions of the two corporations will 
stop for inventory. 

Operations in the General Motors group are expected 
to continue at last week’s pace, which resulted in the 
production of nearly 50,000 cars and trucks. According 
to ADN figures, Chevrolet will continue to lead individual 
producers, maintaining its 6,000-a-day clip to produce 
30,000 units during the current week. Pontiac, slowed 
down by machinery trouble to an output of 6,807 units 
last week, has 7,500 scheduled for the concluding week in 
July. Buick, tapering off, plans production of 4,892 units, 
against last week’s estimated 6,232. Oldsmobile projecis 
6,000, against 5,469 last week; while Cadillac-LaSalle will 
continue at 1,200. The General Motors group produced 
41,775 cars and trucks during the corresponding period 
of last year. 

Chrysler divisions will continue at a 24,300-a-week 
pace, ADN estimates, with Plymouth projecting its 
steady 11,000-unit rate. Dodge, with a scheduled 9,000 
units; Chrysler, with 2,200, and De Soto with 2,100, are 
expected to maintain their customary output. 


With Packard and Hudson-Terraplane, former leaders 
among the independents, curtailed—the formerly com- 
pletely and the latter down to a projected 1,775 for the 
current week—Willys continues to lead the group, with 
an estimated 1,926 units, against the same number for 
the week ended July 24. Studebaker will produce 160 
trucks, curtailing passenger car production to 185, 
planned at its California plants. Nash-LaFayette plans 
1,700 units, against 1,875 for the previous week; Graham 
its usual 320, and Cord 40. Lincoln is expected to main- 
tain its regular 800-a-week output. The miscellaneous 
group, which includes truck manufacturers, should ac- 
count for about 9,000 vehicles, ADN estimates.

Pact Changes began conferences in Detroit Monday be- 
hind locked doors with General Motors 

Corp. officials on a plan to eliminate 

wildeat strikes, which have plagued GM plants ever 
since signing of the February contract and which 
William S. Knudsen, GM head, demands must be halted 
completely before GM will consider another agreement. 
The present contract, which ended the seven-week strike 
last winter, expires Aug. 11, and union officials for some 
time have indicated they would seek several alterations. 


Representing GM at the conferences, which began 
Monday, are Floyd O. Tanner, vice-president in charge of 
industrial relations, and Harry W. Anderson, of the in- 
dustrial relations department. The five UAW conferees 
include Homer Martin, president of the union; Wyndham 
Mortimer, first vice-president; and three members of the 
permanent bargaining committee in General Motors’ 
affairs. 

Monday night both Knudsen and Martin declared the 
first consideration Tuesday would be a plan to eliminate 
the “unauthorized” strikes. Monday’s session is under- 
stood to have centered on discussion of Knudsen’s recent 
letter to the union, demanding that the UAW give the 
corporation the power to fire workers responsible for the 
wildeat strikes. Under his stipulations, GM would be 
given the right to hire, fire and discipline for cause, and 
the union would agree that no strike or stoppage of work 
would be permitted during life of the agreement. If a 
violation occurred, the company would discharge the 
worker, and the union would take disciplinary action 
against him. Failure of the union to halt strikes or stop- 
pages, or to discipline striking employes would give GM 
the right to end contract. 

Prior to start of Tuesday’s session Knudsen issued the 
following statement: 

“General Motors Corp. will enter into negotiations with 
United Automobile Workers, as represented by Mr. 
Homer Martin, for the purpose of agreeing on a satis- 
factory clause to outlaw wildcat strikes. 

“As soon as a Satisfactory clause has been agreed 
upon the demands as outlined in the union’s letter of 
June 19 will be taken up.”

Pontiac.—Funeral services were 
held here Monday for Charlies B.

Later he was general manager of 
Willys-Overland, and was chair- 
man of the board of the Wilson 
foundry and board chairman and 
treasurer of the Baldwin Rubber 
Co. at the time of his death.

Current assets 
total $3,033,077, consisting mainly 
of $2,092,758 cash and $641,576 in 
materials and supplies. These 
compare with $426,690 in current 
Kiabilities.

Tuesday morning when police succeeded in quelling the 
clash. Sporadic fighting between workers and striking 
groups occurred all day Monday at the plant, and 
reached a climax at the change of shifts Monday night. 
The rioting, augmented by clubs and tear gas, got out of 
control after dark descended and police, who were unable 
to restore order until early Tuesday morning, said at 
times both workers’ factions were clubbing their own 
men. The rioting victim, identified as a striker, was run 
over and killed as he attempted to halt a carload of 
workers near the plant. 

The fact that workers in the plant led the offensive 
against strikers, sallying forth from the plant several 
times to battle pickets and sympathizers who tried to 
halt the change of shifts, is interpreted here as an indi- 
cation the back-to-work movement is growing with such 
leaps and bounds that John L. Lewis, CIO chieftain, will 
no longer be able to check it. 

Meanwhile, on other steel fronts, several non-striking 
employes were hurt in a clash with strikers at the 
Connellsville (Pa.) mines of Republic Steel, and three 
state CIO officials were arrested for picketing without a 
permit as the N. & G. Taylor Tin Mill, a Republic sub- 
sidiary, opened at Cumberland, Md., for the first time 
since closed by a strike May 26.

Reports received from additional states 
during the past week reveal a stronger 
trend in new passenger car registra- 
tions during June, and as a result ADN 
is forced to revise its previous estimates 
upward slightly. Provided this trend holds true in the re- 
maining 12 states yet to report—36 states and the District 
of Columbia already have been heard from, it is believed 
now that the final total for June will be somewhere be- 
tween 335,000 and 340,000 sales. Previously ADN had 
placed the figure between 330,000 and 335,000 units, but it 
now seems likely the new estimate will be more nearly 
correct when the final tabulations are made. 

Thus far a total of 37 states have turned in reports on 
June sales, and these account for 237,193 units, compared 
with 251,386 units by the same states in June a year ago. 
Thus it is evident that this year’s total will be consider- 
ably under the 369,423 registrations chalked up in June 
of 1936. Should the month’s total approximate 335,000, 
there would be a decline of better than 50,000 from the 
391,697 sales recorded in May of this year.

Additional reports from 13 states re- 
ceived since a week ago maintain the 
rate of previously-reported states, and 
ADN believes its original estimate of 
between 55,000 and 60,000 truck sales in 
June still holds true. As a result of this steady average, 
it is figured the remaining 12 states as yet unheard from 
will maintain a pace sufficient to bring the final June 
total to approximately the 56,587 sales recorded in June 
a year ago. This figure would place the June registrations 
roughly 5,000 units under the 65,857 sold in May of this 
year. 

The 37 states thus far accounted for show a total of 
38,626 sales as compared with 38,657 recorded in the 
same month of 1936. Totals to date, from Jan. 1, are 
322,082 registrations as against 312,285 in the correspond- 
ing period a year ago.
